)Little information could be found about these beginning years. 


At the annual meeting Amos Rixman commented that the Association 
“organized 3 years ago this month for the purpose of furnishing some en- 
joyment to its members and to be the beginning of something very worth- 


while.” 
(Looking back over the past 25 years the American Thresherman Associa- 


tion has most certainly accomplished what it set out to do!) Already in it’s 
brief life the Association had earned such a reputation that 3 towns 
vied for the chance to become the permanent site for the Show. The 
Pinckneyville Chamber of Commerce invited the Threshermen with open 
arms and pledges of support and Pinckneyville was chosen over Mascoutah 
and Highland for the 1962 Show site. 

All the machinery would now have to be hauled to this small Southern 
Illinois town with some pieces, such as a sawmill and 65 CASE engine 
coming from Jackson, Mo. and a newly purchased 12 bottom John Deere 
plow from Leota, Kansas. The prony brake was hauled from Wichita, 
Kansas and a Russell engine came from Blackwell, Oklahoma for the Show. 
Some machinery didn’t have to travel as far, yet hauling costs for the 
Show that year totaled $2,885.07. Thoughts of establishing a permanent 
museum were brought to light and this discussion continued for the next 
13 years. 
The first A.T.A. Show in Pinckneyville was quite an event featuring a 
shingle mill, a horse-powered thresher, a veneer mill, 2 oxen and a 
schooner, a calliope, between 10-15 antique tractors, steam engines, 3 farm 
company displays, helicopter rides, a small “ground hog” thresher, a saw- 
mill, prony brake, 12 bottom plow, free ice water, and much, much mote. 
Main events at this 5 day Show included: A parade beginning north of the 
local square and proceeding to the fairground with evening tractor pulling, 
“Basket Dinner Day” and a crop dusting demonstration over the plowing 
field. A gas-filled balloon ascension, Antique car show and selection of a 
hostess, a full parade and equipment demonstration as a finale. 

On November 30, 1962 the American Thresherman Association was the 
main attraction of Southern Illinois Day in Chicago at the request of the 
publicity director for Southern Illinois University. A huge banner depict- 
ing the Association was painted and the stage area at this Chicago event 
was used for a display.

New additions to the Show included a historical drama written by students 
at S.L.U. to be presented Sat. night. A horseshoe pitching contest was also 
planned. The Association’s sawmill was to be put in shape for the Show 
and a steam calliope from Hannibal, Mo. was to be there. The smallest 
team of mules ever (27 in. high) were scheduled to be at the Show along 
with an 80 CASE engine coming from Lamont, Iowa and a prony brake 
from Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. 


It was suggested that a miniature stean train would be a ’fine idea’ for the 
children at the Show. There was a stagecoach at the Show for the enjoy- 
ment of the visitors. 


A square dance band entertained at the Show this year. 


Pony pulls were scheduled for the ’66 Show. 2 engines were hauled from 
LaMotte, Iowa for the Show. 

A setback for the Association occurred in July when the Association’s 
sawmill was destroyed by fire.

1969 - With a successful and growing Show and expenses for hauling by individ- 
uals ever on the rise, the Board decided to purchase its first truck and low- 
boy. A sound system was also purchased for the Show and 3 nights of 
tractor pulling were planned. 


1970 - Lending a helping hand, the Association loaned a separator to the Blue 
Mound group to use for their show. 


1971 - This year brought many new additions to the Show including an antique 
tractor pull, antique car races, and a group of hillbilly comedians from 
Kentucky entertaining Saturday and Sunday. 

The reputation of the American Thresherman Show was more widespread 
than even the Threshermen expected. The Board was notified during the 
summer that 32 South American, Asian, and African cabinet level officers 
and dignitaries would be touring Southern Illinois to learn about agri- 
culture in the United States and would like to visit the Show. The men 
weré eagerly welcomed and escourted through the Show. After which a 
letter was received from the United States Department of Agriculture 
thanking the Threshermen for their kindness toward these delegates. 

In November a 1964 International diesel truck with a ten speed Roadranger 
transmission was bought.

the north side of the fairgrounds. This Corliss was once used by the Pinck- 
neyville mill. 

The American Thresherman Association was represented in the Rend 
Lake Opening Parade and dedication where a steam engine was hauled on 
the newly purchased truck and trailer. This equipment was put to a 
different use later in the year when the Board was asked to use their truck 


and lowboy to carry the past queens in the Pinckneyville Mardi Gras 
Parade. 


Word was received by the Board that Ranken Trade School in St. Louis 
would like to donate their old engines to the Association if the Thresher- 
men could remove them from the building. This turned out to be quite a 
lengthy job, but the engines are now a part of the Association’s regular 
display. 


For the 1974 Show the tractor pulls were sanctioned by the International 
Tractor Pull Association in order to attract even more tractors. 

$250 was donated by the Association to the Perry County Fair Board for 
the new facilities they were building on the grounds and various other 
donations to the Fair Board were to follow. 

Spreading their resources further, plans were made to take Tom Castleton’s 
steam engine to the Mt. Vernon Sweetcorn Festival to cook the corn. 


What started out as a dream and last year was a possibility now began 
taking shape as a reality. A special building was planned in connection 
with our nation’s Bicentennial to be built by the Threshermen as a 
agricultural museum. Ground was leased from the city of Pinckneyville 
and pledges of support were received from the city and local Chamber of 
Commerce. A special Bicentennial grant was received and April 1 was set 
as the date for construction to begin.

On June 13, the giant red and white 50 x 120 foot steel frame building 
located on the west side of the fairgrounds was dedicated. The president of 
the Illinois Farm Bureau was there along with the Board of Directors, City 
dignitaries, and many enthusiastic Threshermen and visitors. The Thresh- 
ermen’s dream was now a reality! Their machinery, tools and relics now 
had a home. Guided tours for visitors were conducted through the build- 
ing on weekends from July 4 till Labor Day. 

A 1959 Ford truck was purchased to haul tractors. 

The Association paid % the cost for rebuilding the west fence of the fair- 
grounds. 


Although the museum building seemed huge in the beginning, the 
Threshermen soon found more room was needed so the building was en- 
larged to hold more machinery. 

Seven additional Directors were added to the Board to help keep up with 
the every-growing work load of the Board.

A new feature at the Show was the individually owned miniature steam 
locomotive which puffed around the center ring followed but its 3 
passenger cars and caboose providing passengers an exciting ride and an 
all-around view of the Show. 


The Association was invited to take an engine and display to the Southern 
Illinois Folk Festival in Du Quoin in September. This became a regular 
event for the Threshermen. 


Age and many, many miles traveled were taking their toll on the Associa- 
tion’s hauling truck so a newer 1976 International truck was bought in Jan. 
The Association began their regular participation in the Pinckneyville 
Mardi Gras parade with their new truck, an engine, and portable display, 
publicizing the Show and distributing candy to the children. 

Part of the Threshermen’s continuing efforts to improve the Show and 
Show grounds included the purchase and planting.of 5 pin oak trees this 
year in the center ring. 


With a newly painted truck and willing workers, the Association took part 
in the Shriner’s parade in Du Quoin and let everyone know about the 
Threshermen and their upcoming show. 

Another event for the growth and improvement of the Show was a square 
dance on the tennis courts for Thursday evening during the Show. 
Speaking of improvements, the Board decided to fill in the low spots in the 
center ring and reseed the area. With the City’s approval this was accomp- 
lished and the Threshermen bought 5 more trees for the center ring. 
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Dancers and spectators alike enjoyed the music and lively change of 
pace at the square dances. 


1982 -

In order to have more storage room near the Show grounds, the 
Association purchased a 30 x 80-foot building to be erected behind the 
larger museum building. 


This year the ongoing effort to improve the Show resulted in the change 
from a Class B to a Class A tractor pull meaning higher prize money and 
more tractors for the pulls. 5 additional trees were again purchased by the 
Association for the center ring. 

A custom built trailer was bought to haul engines and machinery for the 


Show. 


New for the 1983 Show - a farmer’s class tractor pull to give the local men 
a chance to try their skill and machinery. 

Pony Rides were available for children at the Show. 

A very large stationary steam engine was donated to the Association by a 


_ Belleville brewery and after a great deal of work by the Threshermen and 


many trips to Belleville the monster engine now rests near the display 
shelter at the north end of the fairgrounds. 

In December the American and Southern Illinois miniature steam railroad 
was purchased from the previous owners. 
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The truck and trailer had quite a load with this 200 H.P. Skinner 


Stationary steam engine from the Belleville brewery. 
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1984 - Our 25th year! Plans have been in the making since January to make this 
an outstanding Show for our 25th Anniversary. Special silver souvenir 
buttons were designed, and special awards were purchased for exhibitors. 
Concerning improvements, recent workdays have been devoted to improving 
the electrical wiring situation on the grounds. Poles have been erected and 
wiring strung in the center ring with more wiring being planned. 

The area Methodist churches requested use of the grandstand and our 
rustic scenery on Wednesday evening prior to the Show for an old time 
church meeting in celebration of their churches bi-centennial so the Show 
will have a new opening activity. 

Participating in parades has been an exciting part of the Association’s 
publicity work lately and this year our entry in the Benton Rend Lake 
Parade won two trophies for the “Most Original” and “Most Spectacular” 
entry. Our impressive red, white, and blue truck pulled the trailer on 
which a small working sawmill was set up powered by a model engine 
in operation throughout the parade.

He’s dust, grease, and coal soot, experience and hard 
work, with an unyielding dedication to the machinery of 
yesterday that made America what it is today. In years past, 
the threshermen belonged to threshing crews which 
traveled through the countryside at harvest time. When they 
came to a farm the men would set up the steam engine and 
threshing machine near a water source and wagons of 
bundles would be hauled to the machines where the 
threshing machine would separate the grain from the straw 
using the power supplied by the huge stean engine. 

Today the entire process is done in the field by one man 
driving a combine, but that one man in a combine would 
never be there if it were not for the work of those men before 
him. It was for this purpose of remembering the past and 
preserving our link with it that the American Thresherman 
Association (a non-profit organization) was formed. These 
men have joined together to share old threshing memories 
and show others the tremendous progress that has been 
made in their lifetimes in order that we might better 
appreciate the great inheritance to today’s way of life 
received from past generations. 

Not only were steam engines used to run threshing 
machines, but they supplied power for many other purposes 
such as plowing, sawing wood, making veneer, cutting 
shingles, and grinding grain for flour. All of these activities 
and a great many more such as blacksmithing and horse- 
powered farming plus exhibits of antique tractors, tools, gas 
engines, and household items can be seen each year during 
the third weekend of August when the American 
Thresherman Association holds it Annual Power Progress 
Show at the Pinckneyville Fairgrounds.

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THE JANSEN STORY 


“Hey Eddy’”’ my father said ‘‘Do you want to go to a Thresherman’s 
Show at Pontiac, Illinois.”’ 

“T guess so”’ I replied. 

““Good Frank Goldstien’s going to. I just saw the ad in last month’s

Praire Farmer! 


Who would of thought that this simple request would spark an 
interest in farming and antique machines that would grow to 
include all of my family, most of my brothers, sisters, nephews, 
nieces, grandchildren and a great many friends and neighbors. 

That was Pontiac’s first Thresherman’s Show. I had enjoyed 
tigeselt so much that every summer afterwards I would load up the 
wife, and kids and Dad and head for the Thresherman’s Shows in 
Illinois and nearby states. 

In 1956 we attended Puille’s Centenial Show. Then in September 
1956 my father passed away suddenly. I lost all interest in going, too 
busy raising my family and making a living. 

November 1955 my brother Charles Jansen and I bought the Hi- 
Way Garage in Sigel, Ililnois. Sigel celebrated its centenial in 1963 
with a farming and antique machines show. Our garage was asked to 
be chairman and we agreed.

In 1964 my hométown of Teutopolis celebrated it’s 
sesquicentennial, again the Jansen’s and friends were asked to help.

Bartimus 
introduced us to a Twin City 17-28 tractor. Years ago my father, my 
brather Virgil, and I used to farm with a Twin City. It brought back 
a lot of memories and was restored with a great deal of pride. So 
then when another friend, D. R. Bartimus of Beecher City, he had 
helped with the Sigel and Teutopolis shows, asked just what are you 
going to do with this tractor and how about taking it to 
Pinckneyville for the Pinckneyville American Thresherman’s Show? 
The word was go! 
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This was in 1965 and every year more friends, neighbors, and 
relatives joined us for the annual trek south to Pinckneyville. I had 
heard of Pinckneyville before from my uncle Father Joe Jansen. He 
was a SVD missionary in China and had worked with Father Joe 
Fointana, R. R., Pinckneyville. Every show seemed like a family 
reunion, meeting old friends and making new ones. 

After serving on both the Board of Directors and Executive Board 
as president for 6 years, I am now presently serving as Ist Vice 
President. 

We are proud of the accomplishments of the A.T.A. We try to 
provide a good clean show with lots of improvements each year. 

I want to take this opportunity to thank the town of Pinckneyville 
and its people for being so. good to us. Also to thank everyone that 
helped me in any way for the fellowship and good times, the Jansen’s 
and the helpers from the north. Keep up the good shows.
